THE END OF AN ERA: Beginning with this issue, the paper used for all VUD 
cover pages will be white. New postal regulations are the primary reason for the 
change. Problems with getting colored stock at press time also played a role in the 
decision. Additionally, there have been complaints that text was difficult to read 
on the colored stock. To minimize shipping damage, the cover paper for the VUD 
will continue to be of a heavier weight (thicker) than the inside pages. Our track 
record for mangled copies seems to be much better than that of our sister radio 
clubs, both of which use regular paper for their covers.

Back to reality, after last year's season! This season may have seemed very bad, in comparison to the amazing totals 
from 1994, but it was actually better described as a mediocre season, right in the middle of the pack at 8th out of 
15. It could have been much worse, as May & June were very sub-par, starting the summer out on the road to disaster. 
July salvaged the 1995 season, by giving us the best July skip month on record! The highlight of July was clearly 
the first day of that month. With 712 loggings, July 1st was more than twice as big than any other 1995 opening, 
and also the third biggest skip opening of all-time, behind 6/11/86, and 6/29/87. That day alone had 75% more 
loggings as the whole month of May, and nearly as many loggings as all of June, the usual hot skip month.

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In terms of quantity, 1995 wasn’t that good of a year at my 
location. Obviously, it was better elsewhere! There was a 50 

increase in loggings, and there were 42 more skip days than in 
rgo4s And in 1995, ‘there “was only one skip=free month: (March) 
As in 1994, skip was reported every day in June - but in 1995, 
there were only two skip-free days in May, and only one in July. 
Skip was reported every day from May 20 to July 26! 


High-band skip was reported on two days, June 7 and Cully 2. 
This year, two DXers were able to identify high-band skip - both 
saw CIPA-9 from Alberta. Otherwise, the MUFs look relatively 
low. My guess is this means people were abandonirg their TVs 
when the MUF reached FM - keeping some of the better days off the 
TVachant.. 


July 1 was my best day of skip ever, and the statistics show 
other DXers shared in the bounty. At my location, the opening 
lasted nearly 12 hours. All parts of North America were in this 
opening at some time. Caribbean stations were also heard here 
in Tennessee, and I contacted a Costa Rican amateur on 50MHz. 

The pest list don’t show any major surprises. WTVJ-4 might 
have shown better if not for the call/channel swap with WCIX-6 
which took place in 1995.

son, long famed as the home of 

the 100-inch telescope, has lost 
some of its importance as an astro- 
nomica] center with the installation of 
the 200-inch telescope at Palomar 
Mountain, also in Southern California. 
However, Mt. Wilson, almost 6000 feet 
high and close to the Southwest's cen- 
ter of population—Los Angeles, Pasa- 
-dena, Glendale, etc.—is not playing 
second fiddle to Palomar even though 
Palomar is practically perfect for star- 
gazing because of the clearer atmos- 
phere. 

With the advent of television, Mt. 
Wilson has become the world's largest 
center of video transmissions. Tele- 
vision programs originate in Holly- 
wood but they are beamed to Mt. Wil- 
son 18 miles away. By transmitting 
from Mt. Wilson it is estimated that 
the programs can reach 500 per-cent 
more listeners than could be served if 
the programs were beamed directly 
from Hollywood. The Mt. Wilson 
transmitters, located 5000 feet higher 
than Hollywood, telecast Milton Berle 
and other TV favorites onto screens in 
homes up to 100 miles away. This 
means a potential audience of 6,000,- 
000 in Hollywood's primary service 
area within the next decade. 

As of October ist the Los Angeles 
area's seven television stations were 
programming for an estimated 213,000 
video screens in Los Angeles, and its 


ror Tong California’s Mt. Wil- 


24 neighboring cities. 


Although the major emphasis has 
been placed on television transmis- 
sions from Mt. Wilson, other services 
are sharing this advantageous loca- 
tion. Both FM and mobile radio-tele- 
phone material is handled by these 
mountain top transmitters. At present 
there are six TV and several FM 
transmitters in operation at the 
“Mountain Top TV City,” but 21 other 
sites have been leased or purchased, 
the FCC having approved a total of 27 
licenses. Six other transmitters are 
now under construction at Mt. Wilson. 
In addition to the 27 licensees, 13 other 
television and/or FM broadcasters are 
jockeying for positions on this crowded 
mountain peak. 

Earle C. Anthony, pioneer car dealer 
and long-time owner of station KFI, 
believes in the future of TV and FM 
broadcasting so wholeheartedly that 
he has purchased an entire mountain, 
Mt. Harvard, sister peak to Mt. Wil- 
son, for his long-range expansion pro- 
gram. 

Mt. Wilson, once a quiet astronomi- 
ca] center and the goal of nature-lov- 
ing hikers and motorists, is now a 
bustling “city.” Buildings and anten- 
na towers have sprung up all over the 
mountain top. Lumber-, cement-, and 
equipment-laden trucks make a steady 
roaring “parade along the 30-mile 
route, of which famous Angeles Crest 
Highway is a part, from Los Angeles 
to Mt. Wilson.

City are housed in the huge rock build- 
ing of the Pacific Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company. Through this head- 
quarters goes the cable from all of the 
stations in Hollywood. The building 
also houses the “eye” for the new 
mobile telephone system. Transmis- 
sions from automobiles operating in 
the vicinity of Los Angeles are picked 
up by a station located at Griffith Park 
Hills. From this point the message is 
beamed to Mt. Wilson and then to Mt. 
San Jacinto, the peak which overlooks 
Palm Springs, and from there to the 
home or office of the called party. 
Voices of motorists can now be heard 
exceptionally well on long distance 
calls and a decided improvement in 
transmission quality has been effected 
due to the high mountain beaming. 

Mt. Wilson even with a Television 
City on top hasn’t changed much. The 
score or more of new buildings are ap- 
propriate to the surroundings al- 
though the antenna towers, parabolic 
receivers, and radar-like transmitters 
do provide a startling contrast, to the 
Ponderosa pines and big-cone spruces. 
The famous old Mt. Wilson Hotel still 
looks as it did 30 years ago, while 
nearby the six telescopes and sun 
towers of the Carnegie Institute's Ob- 
servatory are still the scene of stellar 
discoveries and daily computations. 
The hotel’s A. C. Childs gives his 
nightly astronomical lecture, although 
he now extends his remarks to include 
the newer wonders of TV and FM. 


The peak’s herd of 30 mule deer 
hasn't been frightened away by this 
new invasion of their domain and they 
and seven species of birds and a large 
congregation of gray squirrels are still 
getting their free meals of ginger 
snaps, fruit, and peanuts from visitors. 
This is one place where wild animals 
still have complete faith in humans 
and so far their faith hasn’t been mis- 
placed. 

Mt. Wilson’s human population is 
growing by leaps and bounds. There 
is often so much snow in this area 
that autos cannot traverse the slip-

pery, precipitous roads. To eliminate 
this necessity, radio engineers and 
their families are now being housed 
right at the transmitter sites. It may 
be hard for Easterners to believe that 
Southern California can be the scene 
of devastating snowstorms but Mt. 
Wilson often receives as much as 30 
inches of snow in a single storm. The 
TV people learned their lesson last 
winter when they didn’t have engi- 
neers on duty 24 hours a day. A heavy 
storm hit the area, the snow piled up 
to over three feet, lightning struck and 
blew out the power system, and the

engineers were snowbound at the bot- 
tom of the mountain! Video screens 
and FM sets in hundreds of homes 
were blank while engineers were 
scrambling peakward with dogsleds, 
snowshoes, and skis. That situation 
won't arise again. Engineers now live 
right at the transmitters 24 hours a 
day. 

Thus a new and specialized “city” 
is growing up, 6000 feet above sea 
level and within easy driving distance 
of Los Angeles and its tremendous 
television market potential.

January 1996 
Is it TV or FM? 


Your conductor likes to listen to classical music. 
At one time, in the not too distant past, we in the San 
Francisco Bay area had two classical music stations to 
listen to on AM, KKHI and KIBE. Now we have 
none! No problem, just tune in KKHI or KDFC on 
FM-if you've got an FM radio in your car or truck. I 
don't, and at least KKHI leaves a lot to be desired in 
the FM band. You see, they sold their AM station 
(and their AM & FM frequencies), and eventually 
showed up again in Marin county. Their AM signal 
was hardly detectable in the mid-penisula and 
eventually they gave it up. They managed to get two 
adjacent FM channels, 101.7 and 101.9, one for a low 
power translator for San Francisco. Both are subject 
to dropouts when received in a car traveling through 
our hilly terrain. 


During the first week in December, they 
announced that they had added 500,000 Watts of 
power for the southern peninsula; that they could now 
be heard on the second audio program (SAP) of San 
Francisco's TV channel 38, KCNS. Perhaps 500,000 
Watts is stretching it, as the SAP doesn't get all the 
audio power. Nevertheless, the transmitter is on the 
TV tower (1443') and offers better coverage than the 
FM translator. 


On my R-7100, the SAP appears 75 kHz above 
and below the main TV audio (619.75 MHz). (One 
hears both audio signals when tuned in this way.) 
Note that the station can and does transmit stereo 
sound as well as SAP. For the first audio program, 
FCC rules specify a deviation of +25 kHz for 100% 
modulation, but capability of deviation out to +40 
kHz. I guess the SAP has +25 kHz as well. 


The second channel audio is transmitted on a 
subcarrier, in this case it is 75 kHz. Tuning about, I 
see some TV stations have a subcarrier of 100 kHz, 
and some are rebroadcasting their main audio. 


I found that we have one TV set that will receive 
SAP. It's the button labeled STR/L2, and L2 brings it 
in fine. I guess it's too much to hope for in the near 
future, but I'd like a receiver for my car (which doesn't 
even have an FM receiver) that would receive TV 
SAP. Do any of our readers know of a receiver for 
SAP for either TV or FM?

Not knowing any better, and being more 
interested in the propagation than in keeping records, I 
am reporting almost everything I receive (in the mail), 
including reception of just the video carrier frequency. 
Trouble is, it's hard to identify a station with the 
limited information there. (One can identify the 
vertical and horizontal repetition frequencies and 
direction of arrival, but that's about it.) 


I would assume that for record, identification of a 
picture would be necessary. Perhaps I'm wrong, and 
an audio-only ID is sufficient. How about teletex 
reception (which is more difficult than either audio or 
video)? At any rate, the observation I have described 
is a reception of KCNS-38, a TV transmitter, even 
though the program material is that of KKHI.

It is difficult to measure the exact offset with the 
R7100. The wide-band FM filter is too wide, and the 
narrow one too narrow. These measurements are 
probably within 2 kHz, however. Some of the other 
stations may have SAP (or SCA, second channel audio 
as it called on FM) at other times than when I listened. 


I received a report from Anthony Mann in Perth, 
Australia with a lot of good DX, but no IDs. I have 
taken the liberty of aiding him (and the reader) by 
presenting my best guesses in { ?}s as to where the 
stations could have been.

The big three-way switch has occurred in 
Evansville, with WIT VW-7, long the ABC affiliate, 
switching to the Fox network.

MODIFYING THE CM 7' DISH- MAKING 


A GOOD ANTENNA GREAT 
by Neil Kazaross 


I have spent considerable time Beles the last ed comparing various UHF antennas, 
including a 3 element array of 8 bays. My results have shown that a 7 ft dish is the best 
commercially available U DX antenna. My personal comparisons have shown that the 
Channel Master 7 ft dish (CM7) is somewhat superior to the Antennacraft dish P7. I feel 
that this may be due to my problems getting the P7 into a dishlike shape. the CM7 has 
greater rigidity and is in a nice parabolic shape. However, I noted that the front to back 
ratio of the stock CM7 is somewhat less than the f/b of the stock P7 presumably due to the 
wider spacing of the wider CM7 reflector elements. This leads us to the first modification. 


SCREENING YOUR DISH TO IMPROVE FRONT TO BACK RATIO 


A few DXers have been screening their dishes over the years and have noticed dramatic 
improvements in front to back ratio because the screening allows much less signal to pass 
through the back of the dish. These DXers have usually used 1/2 or even 1/4 inch hardware 
cloth and one guy used window screen. While these work great electrically, they greatly add 
to the wind loading of the antenna, and also when heavy wet snow or ice hits the entire 
surface can ice up and become impervious to the wind and not only can heavy winds in a 
winter storm bend your mast and destroy your antenna they can bring your tower down! I[ 
decided to try to use lighter weight screening material with a wider spacing and much less 
wind resistance. Ordin 1 inch hexagonal mesh chicken wire provides the ideal solution ! 
Two years ago I screened my P7 with chicken wire and noted a clear improvement in front 
to back and less trouble from my Chicago pest of the back end. Then I put 1/2" hardware 
cloth over the chicken wire and noticed little change except in weight and wind resistance. I 
also added chicken wire to the CM7 and again ff improved. On both antennas I think 
forward gain and beamwidth improved very slightly but the f/b EE prOy ane are a big 
help in today's crowded band during a good trop opening. When I used to work as an 
antenna design engineer, our rule of thumb for raked was that .05 wavelengths mesh 
spacing was as good a solid material. Well the wavelength at 600 Mhz is about 20 inches 
so 1 inch spacing is .05 and I noticed no degradation at channel 69 (806 MHz). So take it 
pom me, : icken wire screen your dish. It is easy, cheap, and won't increase wind resistance 
that much. 


EXTENDING THE PARABOLA TO IMPROVE FRONT TO SIDE RATIO 


The last modification to clearly improve the CM7 is to extend the parabola out further. This 
has the dual benefits of making a somewhat larger reflective surface (i.e. bigger dish) and 
blocking some of the RF that hits the feed elements from the side. While I was at the Lake 
Placid convention, broadcast engineer Joe Gragg told me of this mod. First of all I made a 
few measurements to try to guestimate what the equation of the parabola to form the CM7 
is and came up with: 


y = (x2 + 9.5) 


So to extend the parabola you need to use a sturdy material. I used fence material with a 2 
inch vertical by 4 inch horizontal mesh and 4 ft height. On each side of the dish I attached 
a 4 ft high section of the fence material along the thick vertical rib of the CM7 on that side. 
Then I did a lot of bending to get it into a shape which extends the parabola per the 
calculated dimensions. In order to bend it into proper shape you will need to make a deep 
cut about half between the top and bottom of the dish of both sides to facilitate bending the 
straight material into a parabolic shape. Once this is done and attached to the dish with 
heavy duty cable ties Nese can fit in more pieces of fence mesh to complete the dish. My 
result was that the 7 ft dish was transformed into a 9 ft deep dish. The sides of the deep 
dish almost go out as far as the 2 bay feed of the CM7. My results show a clear 
reduction of signals from the side with this modification and a a fal maybe 1 dB to 1.5 dB 
improvement in gain, and beamwidth is improved slightly. Now I can watch 18 in 
Davenport with considerably less QRM from Milwaukee of the side. In a recent trop opening 
I was able to cleanly separate Ontario 53 from whe fe 53 due to the narrow beamwidth, 
and similar other results are obtained across the band. The 9 ft deep dish is the best UHF 
antenna I have ever used. Beware the 9 ft antenna does weigh more than the 7 ft dish and 
I doubt you could keep it up on a roof mount, but with a yas tower/rotor it should be no 
problem. As A final improvement I plan to extend about 3 ft at the center of both sides out 
slightly past the feed element to try to block more aces from the side. I did not chicken 
wire screen the 2 by 4 inch added mesh, but that might possibly help a bit more. The 9 ft 
deep dish follows the antenna engineering practice of reducing the edge taper of a dish to 
reduce side lobes and this 9 ft dish won't have as much gain as a 9 ft scaled exact_model of 
the 7 ft dish would have, but it has a more DX usable pattern in my opinion. Good luck 
modifying your dish and if you are mechanically competent, you just might come up with 
better ways to do it. 
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
